tended to sign. Uo allixnil Ilia signature 
to 02 measures, leaving unsigned 00 billn, 
about 20 ol which relate to cloims and 
appropriations, which ho was compelled 
to pocket in order to come within the 50 
per cent limit.

The Bovoruor signed the public works 


bill with tbo understanding that not 
mow than $10.000 ol tho $110,000 appro- 
priated shall he cxpunded. The gen- 
eral appropriation bill was not objected 
to In any item. 
Tho governor signed T. L. 1'ord's hy- 


draulic mining bill; tho woman flulTrago 
and lonnl publication hills wore pocketed 


Tbo Governor gives the following ex- 


planation ol his failure to approve tbo 
tills cstablisbipB the California Stale 
Kaisin drawers' and Packers' Associa- 
tion : Section 8 provides that when any 
submission shall bo made and a final 
award rendered on the filing of said 
award with tho olorlr. of Superior Court 
execution may I«sue therefor tho same 
as if it wore a judgment rendered by 
such court, and such award filial! thence- 
forth havo the force and efloct of such 
judgment docket ol said Superior Court. 
There are many other sections of the bill 
thatl might quote, but this is suflicient 
to show that this bill undertakes to cre- 
ate tribunals other than those provided 
for in tho constitution and to vest In 
them powers now vested in the Supreme 
Court of the ;stale. This is clearly un- 
constitutional.

Raised In Importance. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—J. Paten- 


atro, tho French minister to Washing- 
ton, called at the etate department this 
morning and notified Secretary Gres- 
harn that h:s government had raised his 
miesiou to tho rank of embassi. As a 
result of this action on the part of tho 
French government, it is believed the 
rank ol Enstis, tbo newly appointed 
minister to France, will be raised to that 
of embassador. One result of tbo ad- 
vancement of Sir Julian Pauncefote and 
Patenatre to tbo rank of embassador 
will be a reorganization of tho diplo- 
matic corps in Washington, and Sir 
Julian becomes dean by virtue of his 
rank, followed by Patenatre. The seven 
European powers which maintain em- 
bansarlors at each of the other capitals 
will, it is said, bo soon represented ot 
Washington by diplomatlcagsnts of that 
rank. Senators are united in the belief 
that if the President sees fit to promote 
a United States senator to the rank of 
embaseador, such promotion will amount 
to a new appointment, and must bo sub- 
jsct to the approval of the ssnate. 


Against tho Amalenmatorfl. 


NEW OM,I:ANB, March 25.—Judge Bill- 


ings in the United States court this 
morning rendered a d cision in the suit 
ol the Amalgamated Council and the 
various labor organizations winch ord- 
ered the strike of all tbo laboring organ- 
izations last November. Tho suit asked 
for an injunction against those bodies 
under tho act of congress prohibiting 
combinations in restraint of trade. In 
an elaborate opinion, far reaching in ef- 
fect, the court declares that tho acts 
complainod ot were unlawful and that 
the merchants are entitled to the injunc- 
tion and other relisl.

Baronet Dies from au OVIT-

Patrick 
Chicboater, 
who recently 


worked (or J. J. Noon in the Bodega en- 
loou, was found dead in hie bod yester- 
day morning, . Tho deceased had taken 
au overdose ol chloroform ; whether in- 
tentionally or accidentally Is nut known, 


lie went to hia room io the Martin 


block on I street Bomowhat under the 
influence ot liquor, at 5 o'clock last Fri- 
day afternoon, lie Eeemod to be dazed, 
for he asked the landlady to opsn the 
door ot his room lor him, saying at tbe 
aame lime that he had lelt hia key at 
home. 


Yesterday morning lie was discovered 


dead, lylnK fully dreesod on the bod. A 
water tumbler that bad contained tho- 
rn orphine was lound on tbe table and 
the lop of the tumbler was covered with 
Botne photographs. On the top of the 
bureau were spread family and otlur 
photogiapbe, together with hie first and 
second naturalization papers. 


An inquest was held by Coroner Ste- 


phens yesterday afternoon, and tbe jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that tbe 
deceased was a native o! England, aged 
27 years, and had coma to hie death from 
an overdose of morphine administered 
by bis own hand. 
The testimony developed the fact that 


the deceased was tbe son o! Lieutenant- 
Ortineral Sir A. Obicbester, baronob, of 
Youelon Hall, Devonshire. 
Tbe de- 


ceased left England in 1885, and lived in 
Fresno for saverat yoarg. He wag of a 
good-natured, sociablo disposition and 
took to drinking. About two months 
ago he went to a gold cure institution at 
Riverside, submitted to a course of 
treatment for the drinking habit and 
was discharged cured about two weeks 
ago. 


Ho returned to Fresno very much im- 


proved in health and looks, and declared 
that he had lost all appetite for liquor. 
This seemed to be the fact, for he did 
not touch a drop until a duy or two ago. 
But it appeared that after leaving the 
gold cure establishment be begun taking 
small doacB of morphine for the purpose 
of inducing sleep. A fow nights ago he 
was with some old-time companions, 
who bantered him on his having been 
cured of the drinking habit. Thtir ridi 
cale had a disastrous effect, for he tool 
a glaea of mineral water with eome 
wbisk'y in it and became intoxicated. 


He exhibited considerable remorei 


the next day for what he had done, but 
be did not appear to be despondent. He 
was not in want of the necessaries o 
life, because he received an allowance o 
$50 per month regularly from his famil; 
in England, and that sum, tpgetbe 
with what he earned, made his sur 
roundinga as com for table as could be ox 
peeled.

Males are Homowhai 
noro liable, bccauee they are more ex- 
ioaod to the canaefl.
